Vietnamese pair 
were tending Barry 
cannabis factory 


A Vietnamese man 
and woman were 
involved in growing 
cannabis plants in 
two houses in Barry 
which had a yield 
with a potential 
street value of more 
than one third of a 
million pounds, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

In one house in 
Windsor Road, police 
found 770 plants grow¬ 
ing, and just along the 
road in another house, 
660 plants, said prose¬ 
cutor David Thomas. 

The potential yield 
would have resulted in 
cannabis with a street 
value of £360,000. 

Soa Tran (38) and 
Hai Tran (29) were each 
jailed for 20 months. 

They had been con¬ 
victed by Vale 
Magistrates of produc¬ 
ing cannabis and had 
been committed to the 
Crown Court for sen-

Catherine Brown said: 
“This is a classic 
domestic premises 

cannabis factory.” 

She said she was sat¬ 
isfied the pair, who had 
been recruited in 
London to tend the 
plants, knew they were 
involved in an illegal 
activity. 

“With offences of 
this type, there is a clear 
need for a deterrent to 
warn others.” 

Mr Thomas said that 
on April 26, the police 
went to a house in 
Windsor Road, where 
they believed cannabis 
was being grown. 

The two defendants 
ran into a rear garden 
and were detained. 

That house was 
searched and cannabis 
plants were found. Hai 
Tran had the key to 
another house where 


more plants were being 
grown. 

“They were signifi¬ 
cant operations, with 
diverted electric sup¬ 
plies and watering and 
heating systems.” said 
Mr Thomas. 

Hai Tran said she had 
met someone in London 
who offered her £2,000 
to tend what she 
believed were Chinese 
medicinal plants. 

The money would be 
used to fly back to 
Vietnam. 

Soa Tran accepted 
they were cannabis 
plants and said he had 
been offered £600 per 
week. 

David Purnell, for 
Hai Tran, said she came 
to the UK illegally 
because of desperate 
economic circum¬ 
stances. 

Kevin Seal, for Soa 
Tran, said he had been 
in Barry 10 days. 
Neither defendant, he 
added, had received any 
money.

MUSEUMS: a source 
of revenue, or inspiration 
for a civilised society? 


P eople who 

share my 
perception, 
see museums as 
the repositories of 
the heritage of 
mankind, the 
inheritance of all 
our children. 

Museums should be 
an inspiration to children 
and adults alike, to make 
greater knowledge inter¬ 
esting and available, and 
explain the past on 
which we shall build a 
better tomorrow. 

They are the founda¬ 
tion of our civilisation, 
and all of us, our nation, 
benefit, from every visit 
to a museum by any 
family in the land. 

The government of 
Mrs Thatcher saw muse¬ 
ums as a source of rev¬ 
enue, charging each fam¬ 
ily to visit their inheri¬ 
tance; but Labour made 


entrance to museums 
free - as it always had 
been - to encourage 
children towards more 
knowledge and a pride in 
the achievements of all 
mankind, and of Wales. 

You could scarcely 
find a larger gulf of 
understanding between 
two political parties, of 
what civilisation stands 
for. 

Many of ‘Thatcher’s 
children’ are parents 
themselves now, who 
may take their children 
to Tesco or to a football 
match, yet do not recog¬ 
nise any parental duty to 
take them to the local 
museum.

I N response to 
the recent letter 
from ex-Coun 
Christopher Short, 
Barry Town 
Council needs to 
put the record 
straight. 

Barry Town Council 
did, until 2002, clean 
and maintain the 
Memorial Hall, 

Cenotaph and surround¬ 
ing grounds. In 2000 
new trustees were 
appointed six from the 
Town Council and four 
lay trustees. 

In 2002, the trustees 
informed the council 
that they were hiring a 
skip, and no longer 
needed Barry Town 
Council to carry out this 
function. 

In 2003, the Charity 
Commission informed 
Barry Town Council that 
it was not their responsi¬ 
bility to run the 
Memorial Hall, and that 
the Trust should prepare 
a new scheme of gover¬ 
nance. 

This scheme was pro¬ 


duced in 2006 and 
although Barry Town 
Council objected to 
many items in the 
scheme, the Charity 
Commission accepted 
and approved the 
scheme, thus removing 
all management respon¬ 
sibilities from Barry 
Town Council. 

As Custodian Trustee, 
Barry Town Council still 
has a responsibility to 
ensure the new 
Memorial Hall and 
Theatre Trust is run 
properly. 

The management 
trustees are responsible 
for the day-to-day run¬ 
ning of the trust, and 
therefore it is their prob¬ 
lem to clear the grounds, 
and rubbish, because as 
tenants of 7 Gladstone 
Road, Barry Town 
Council also, are aware 
that the rubbish and 
overgrowth needs atten¬ 
tion.

A 30-year-old man 


who suffered a 
head injury some 
years ago, and was 
cared for by his 
mother, was beaten 
unconscious when 
attacked by a gang 
of three in Barry. 

Christian Hughes was 
left prostrate on the 
pavement after the 
attack, during which one 
of the gang had stepped 
on his chest with his 
heel, said prosecutor 
Tony Trigg at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Steven Heslop (18) of 
Barry, was sentenced to 
four months in a young 
offender institution.

Philip Richards to have 
played “a prominent 
role”. 

A 14-year-old, who 
cannot be named for 
legal reasons, said to 
have been “a leading 
light” was sentenced to a 
12-month youth rehabil¬ 
itation order involving 
supervision, and was 
banned from going to 
Barry Island for three 
months. 

A 16-year-old who 
also cannot be named, 
was remitted to the 
Youth Court with a view 
to a referral order being 
made.

into a lane, one of them 
struck him. 

“He was then set upon 
by all three and was 
punched and kicked 
unconscious. They made 
off but were arrested 
very quickly. All made 
admissions.” 

Kevin Seal for Heslop 
said: “He is immature 
and is full of shame and 
remorse. 

Ruth Smith for the 
14-year-old, said: “He 
realises he has brought 
shame upon his family.” 

David Purnell for the 
16-year-old, said: “He 
delivered one kick in 
what was a moment of 
madness.” 


‘Sorry, the bus 
is full’ - shock 


A WOMAN from Barry 
has spoken of her amaze¬ 
ment to be told by a driv¬ 
er that his bus was full, 
when there were five 
empty seats and stand¬ 
ing room for 16 . 

Irene Bums (63) who 
used to work at College 
Green Nursing Home reg¬ 
ularly catches the bus into 
the town centre to meet a 
friend for a coffee. 

She said: “On Tuesday, 
July 13, I was waiting at 
the bus stop outside the 
Colcot Arms for the X45 
service. It was 12.35pm. 

“I put my hand out to 
the bus driver and for an 
instant I thought he was 
going to carry on. 

“He came to a stop just 
past the bus stop and 
opened the doors. 

“I got on and put my 
card on the machine. The 
driver then said: ‘It is full’. 

“I’d started walking 
down the bus and could 
see that it wasn’t. There 
were five seats at the back 
and there was standing 
room. 

“At Park Crescent bus 
stop, he told three more 
elderly people that it was 
full, too. I shouted down 
the bus: ‘There is room at 
the back’, so he let them 
on.” 

Irene was mystified as 
to why the driver kept 
insisting it was full. 

At King Square, Irene 
decided to tackle the driv¬ 
er, and asked him why he 
had told people at the 
Colcot Arms and Park 
Crescent bus stops that 
there was no room. 


“I asked: ‘Is it up to the 
driver who gets on the 
bus?’ and he nodded. He 
then waved his hand in a 
dismissive way for me get 
off the bus. Most of the 
drivers are cheerful, nice 
and pleasant, but not this 
one. 

“If he thought the seat¬ 
ing was full, he should 
have told people ‘standing 
room only’ - the notice on 
the bus allows for 16 
standing.” 

Irene’s concern is that 
people might have listened 
to the claim the bus was 
full and missed out on an 
appointment or a trip to 
meet a friend. 

She added: “If he was 
in any doubt as to whether 
there were places avail¬ 
able, all he had to do was 
shout: ‘Any room down 
there?’.” 

A spokesman for EST, 
the transport operator, 
said it had consulted 
CCTV and spoken to the 
driver, adding: “We can 
inform you that the vehicle 
seemed to be full, as there 
was a standing load from 
just behind the driver, right 
back to the standing point 
in the middle of the bus. 

“There was no way the 
driver was able to see in 
his mirror, past the stand¬ 
ing load to see if there 
were any available seats 
and was under the impres¬ 
sion the vehicle was full. 

“The driver’s response 
was a health and safety 
issue and he had every 
right to refuse any passen¬ 
gers while the bus was 
full. ”

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IN an effort to 
“drive his estranged 
wife back into his 
arms” a post office 
sorter deliberately 
set fire to the ter¬ 
raced home she 
occupied in Barry, it 
was stated at 

Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Derek Goodwin, 47, 
put a wooden baton cov¬ 
ered in cloth, which he 
had soaked in petrol and 
set alight, through the let¬ 
ter box. 

Fortunately, neigh¬ 
bours in Kathleen Street 
spotted signs of the fire 
and helped to quickly put 
it out before substantial 
damage was caused, said 
prosecutor Tony Trigg. 

Goodwin, of Barry, a 
man with no previous 
convictions, was jailed 
for four years after 
admitting a charge of 
arson, being reckless as 
to whether life would be 
endangered.

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones said he 
accepted that Goodwin 
knew there would be 
nobody in the house at 
the time, but others in the 
terrace could have been 
affected. 

“Your motive seemed 
to be in part jealousy and 
in part revenge.” said the 
Judge. 

He added: “Anybody 
who starts this type of 
fire in a property must 
expect to receive severe 
punishment.” 

Mr Trigg said that last 
year, Goodwin’s mar¬ 
riage began to break 
down. His wife went to 
live in Kathleen Street 
and he moved in with his 
mother in Colcot Road. 

But his mother died 
and it became clear that 
the house would be sold 
and the estate split. 

Goodwin worried that 
he would not have 


enough money to buy 
another property. 

“Part of his motive for 
the fire was to drive his 
wife back into his arms 
and live with him, which 
would ease pressure on 
the family to sell the 
house,” said Mr Trigg. 

But on November 26, 
he went to the house in 
Kathleen Street at 10pm 
and started the fire. 

Neighbours kicked in 
the front door and used 
buckets of water on the 
blaze . There was smoke 
damage throughout the 
property. 

The police arrested 
Goodwin within an hour 
and found “overwhelm¬ 
ing evidence” that he had 
started the fire. 

His counsel, David 
Purnell, said he had lost 
both parents within a 
short time and suffered 
angina, a condition 
which could worsen. 

“He is well aware of 
the type of sentence he 
will receive.” 


Hoist to be installed 
at Leisure Centre 


THE Vale Council 
has announced that a 
disabled hoist will be 
installed at Barry 
Leisure Centre, after 
a regional Assembly 
Member complained 
about the lack of one. 

Last week, Plaid 
Cymru AM Chris Franks 
said: “Plaid is disap¬ 
pointed that there is no 
disabled hoist in the 
changing rooms at Barry 
Leisure Centre for wheel 
chair users and at the 
moment the pool-side 
hoist is also broken. 

“Disabled people cur¬ 
rently have to travel to 
Splott Leisure Centre in 
Cardiff that has the facil¬ 
ities they need. A lot of 


disabled people could 
use the facilities at Barry 
if the hoists were there. 

“Coun Barry Shaw of 
Barry Town Council 
alerted me to this issue. 
He has raised the issue 
with the Vale Council 
that disabled people have 
to go outside the Vale to 
access leisure facilities. 
Plaid wants to see the 
Vale Council correct this 
problem as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

This week, Dave 
Knevett, operational 
manager for tourism and 
leisure at the council, 
said: 

“The disabled chang¬ 
ing room at Barry 
Leisure Centre has been 
designed as an independ¬ 
ent use space, which

I HAVE returned to 
Wales to live in 
Barry after an 
absence of more than 
50 years; my home 
has a nice view of the 
Bristol Channel and it 
is this view that is 
causing me so much 
disappointment.

Anomaly of two 
speed limits 
in Vale villages 


I ’M sure other 
motorists would 
agree that the 
30 mph speed limit 
at St Nicholas is a 
needless inconven¬ 
ience and is out of 
place, considering 
the setting of the 
village. 

It would seem to me 
that St Nicholas has 
been offered special 
treatment in the designa¬ 
tion of this speed limit, 
considering that 
Bonvilston, of similar 
size along the A48, has a 
40 mph limit, which is 
far more appropriate. 

During rush hour, 
traffic slowing from the 
national speed limit 
down to 30 mph on 
entering St Nicholas 
causes needless conges¬ 
tion, which could be 
avoided if the limit were 
set to a more reasonable 
speed. 

Furthermore, St 


Nicholas is essentially a 
dormitory commuter vil¬ 
lage with no amenities 
located along the A48 
through-road, which 
would explain why on 
passing through every 
week-day and on the 
occasional evening, I 
have never once wit¬ 
nessed a pedestrian 
walking along its streets. 

It would seem to me 
that an increase of the 
speed limit to 40 mph or 
50 mph not only would 
ease traffic congestion 
and improve everyone’s 
fuel economy, but doing 
so would not be at the 
expense of safety. 

It’s about time that 
the reasoned views of 
the commuter are heard 
and I believe that most 
would support the views 
expressed.

Since making the 
announcement during a 
Westminster Hall 
debate, it’s become 
clear that many changes 
need to be implemented 
for this payment facility 
to be possible, and 
although a tall order, 
the intention remains to 
deliver that promise 
this autumn. 

Many of us are of 
the opinion that the 
Severn Crossing tolls 
have a huge impact on 
our economy locally. 
Therefore, I’m delight¬ 
ed to that the Welsh 
Affairs Select 
Committee has agreed 
to my request to inves¬ 
tigate the impact of the 
costs of the tolls on the 
south Wales economy. 


The agreement 
between the toll opera¬ 
tors and Government is 
coming to an end and 
we need to act before¬ 
hand. There is a need to 
establish the impact on 
employment, business 
growth, tourism and the 
message such a toll 
sends. 

I know of at least 
one Barry-based 
haulage firm that has 
been forced to set-up an 
operation unit on the 
other side of the Severn 
as they look to avoid 
the additional travel 
costs - with toll 
charges currently stand¬ 
ing at £16.40 for lor¬ 
ries. 

It’s clear that these 
expenses have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on busi¬ 
nesses that cross the 
bridge regularly. 

It’s vital that the pay¬ 
ment process of the 
tolls is easy and con¬ 
venient for all. With the 
credit/debit card pay¬ 
ment equipment being 
implemented now by 
the private company 
who operate the Severn 
Bridge, scrabbling for 
coins or making a 
detour back to service 
stations with cash¬ 
points will, at long last, 
be a thing of the past.

‘VALE COURT HAS A 
STRONG CASE TO BE 
KEPT OPEN’ - says MP 


FOLLOWING a 
fact-finding visit to 
the Vale Magistrates 
Court in Barry last 
week, Vale MP, 
Alun Cairns has 
described it as “a 
first class facility” 
with a strong case to 
remain open. 

On June 24, The GEM 
revealed that the court 
was under renewed threat 
after a Ministry of Justice 
consultation paper rec¬ 
ommended closure with 
cases being heard in 
Cardiff. 


Alun Cairns MP, who 
is opposing the possible 
closure, listened to the 
views of magistrates and 
staff as well as charities 
such as Victim Support 
who operate from the 
site. 

He said: “The Vale 
Magistrates’ Court is a 
first class facility and 
handles 6,000 cases a 
year. 

“The cells have been 
refurbished recently at a 
cost of £1.5m and meet 
high safety standards to 
handle violent offenders. 
It can be argued that the 
transfer of offenders is 


safer in Barry than in 
many other courts. 

“There is also a sepa¬ 
rate entrance for witness¬ 
es and for defendants, 
which is not the case in 
Cardiff, to where cases 
could be transferred. 

“I was advised by 
Victim Support, who 
operate from the courts 
,that this fact is extreme¬ 
ly important in order to 
encourage witnesses to 
give evidence and not to 
allow them to be intimi¬ 
dated by offenders, some 
of whom may have been 
violent against them. 

“Women’s Aid 


advised me that it could 
be difficult to get victims 
of domestic violence to 
travel to a court further 
away.” 

Mr Cairns added: “I 
also want to highlight the 
risk that many offenders 
may not turn up to court 
in Cardiff, resulting in 
the need for the police to 
step in - an additional 
call on police time and 
resources. 

“The arguments in 
favour of Barry are 
strong and I am deter¬ 
mined to do all possible 
to ensure the Court stays 
open.”

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CHRIS NOLAN’S INCEPTION’ IS A MIND- 
BENDING, JAW-DROPPING SPECTACLE 


CHRIS NOLAN had 
already established 
himself as a director 
par excellence with 
the likes of 
Memento, Insomnia, 
and his reboot of the 
Batman franchise, 
Batman Begins. 

However, it was with 
Batman sequel The Dark 
Knight that Nolan really 
shot up the league, the 


mix of outstanding 
reviews coupled with 
enough box office to 
make it (briefly) the sec¬ 
ond highest grossing 
film of all time, marking 
Nolan as a big-time 
player. 

While a third Batman 
outing is currently bub¬ 
bling under (mooted for 
a July 2012 release), 
Nolan afficionados will 
have to ‘make do’ with 
Inception in the mean¬ 


time. Dom Cobb 
(Leonardo DiCaprio) is a 
skilled thief, stealing 
valuable secrets from 
deep within the subcon¬ 
scious during the dream 
state. Cobb’s ability has 
made him an important 
player in this world of 
corporate espionage, but 
it has also made him an 
international fugitive and 
cost him his family. 
However, Cobb is 
offered a shot at clearing 
his name by Saito (Ken 
Watanabe), who hires 
Cobb and his team to 
plant an idea into the 
head of rival Robert 
Fischer Jr (Cillian 
Murphy). 

Hiring student 
Ariadne (Ellen Page) to 
construct the dreams for 
Fischer to fall into, Cobb 
and his team begin a 
dangerous game where 
anything, and anyone, 
could derail the plan... 

The concept for 
Inception couldn’t be 
much more elevated for 
an apparent summer 
blockbuster; after all, 
while many of this sum¬ 
mer’s efforts are either 
adaptations of existing 
properties, or have a 
synopsis you can write 
on the back of a match¬ 
box, Inception is some¬ 
thing far more cerebral 
and dense - it is also, 
hands down, the finest 
film of the year so far. 

The omens were, of 
course, good; after all, 


Chris Nolan’s critical 
and commercial stock 
have never been higher, 
and the success of The 
Dark Knight afforded 
him far more freedom in 
terms of his decisions, 
but while he could have 
conjured up a film bloat¬ 
ed and excessive, instead 
he creates a work that is 
expansive, thoroughly 
captivating, and visually 
superb. It is arguably 
the culmination of what 
he has achieved so far, 
the narrative trickery and 
questions of perception 
that have been prevalent 
in his work from the 
very beginning married 
to the confidence of his 
ability in terms of 
sweeping, grand visuals 
that made The Dark 
Knight such a triumph. 

But Nolan doesn’t 
merely retread previous 
achievements, instead 
combining everything 
he’s done so far and pre¬ 
senting it in such a jaw- 
dropping manner that 
you will be astounded. 

The level of technical 
ingenuity on show is 
quite astonishing, Nolan 
managing to create some 
truly inspired set-pieces 
that highlight just how 
skilled a director he is. 

From the zero gravity 
battle in a revolving 
hotel hallway, the film’s 
explosive opening, or 
the snow-set climax, 
Nolan’s use of real loca¬ 
tions and performers ere-

ates a tangible experi¬ 
ence. The film feels 
utterly realistic, giving 
these action scenes a 
realistic feel that is all 
the more pleasing in this 
age of CGI overreliance. 

His use of colours and 
shades to indicate differ¬ 
ent mood and realities is 
also a neat touch, with 
both the score and visual 
feeling echoing the 
influences of the James 
Bond films Nolan so 
loves (how good would 
a Nolan-directed Bond 
be and where would he 
take the character? An 
intriguing proposition) 
but again these influ¬ 
ences are refracted 
through Nolan’s lens, 
creating a world that is 
thoroughly exciting and 
eye-catching. 

Given that this is the 


first time Nolan has 
scripted a film by him¬ 
self (having previously 
worked with his brother 
Jonathan), it would have 
been easy for him to 
have fallen into the trap 
of making the film too 
dense. Yet despite the 
subject matter and words 
such as ‘existentialist’ 
being bandied around, at 
the heart is the familiar 
tropes of the heist 
movie; one final job, a 
man trying to clear his 
name - though this is far 
removed from the likes 
of the Ocean’s franchise, 
wearing its brain on its 
sleeve and conjuring a 
fresh and highly original 
take on the genre. 

Nolan’s never been 
short of skilled actors 
willing to work with 
him, and his first team- 
up with Leonardo 
DiCaprio bears fine 
fruit, the actor maintain¬ 
ing his rich run of form 
with another excellent 
turn. 

On the surface cool 
and collected, it is 
Cobb’s inner concious- 
ness that the drama of 
the character unfolds, 
and DiCaprio is more 
than up to the task, pro¬ 
viding a performance 
that is both relaxed yet 
intense, revealing the 
layers of Nolan’s story 
slowly and with great 
care - it is certainly one 
of the actor’s finest turns 
yet. 


Alongside DiCaprio is 
an excellent cast who do 
their fair share, from 
Ellen Page’s turn as the 
eyes of the audience as 
we learn more about the 
nature of the ‘inception’, 
to Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt’s measured turn as 
Cobb’s right-hand man. 

The former takes a 
character that could have 
so easily been a cipher 
and gives it depth and 
shade, while also prov¬ 
ing there is more to her 
acting ability than the 
smart-mouth characters 
she played in Juno and 
Whip It. The latter is 
solid and dependable in 
a role that requires solid¬ 
ness and dependability. 

The remainder of the 
cast play to perfection, 
Marion Cottillard, Ken 
Watanabe and (the out¬ 
standing) Tom Hardy all 
fleshing out Nolan’s 
characters and world and 
bringing excellent per¬ 
formances with them. 

Try as you might, it’s 
hard to pick out flaws in 
such an outstanding and 
mind-bending piece of 
work, the only one being 
that, to some people 
expecting a stylistic 
redux of The Dark 
Knight , this may well be 
a little too on the ‘artis¬ 
tic’ side; but for those 
who are willing to go in 
expecting their minds to 
be blown by a director at 
the top of his game, you 
will have little issue with 


Inception. 

VERDICT: An orig¬ 
inal, epic and grandiose 
heist movie with lash¬ 
ings of intellect and 
action, Inception is a 
jaw-dropping piece of 
work by Chris Nolan. 
With the likes of 
Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Ellen Page offering 
superb performances, 
coupled with Nolan’s 
spectacular script and 
direction, this is 
arguably the film to beat 
this year —an instant 
classic. 

Essential viewing.

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Behind the scenes... 
work continues into 
future of Bosch plant 


EARLIER this year, 
the loss of more than 
800 jobs at the 
Bosch plant in 
Miskin was decribed 
as “devastating” for 
the south Wales area 
- now an Assembly 
Member has insisted 
the future of the site, 
involving the local 
community, “must 
be sorted out”. 

Andrew Davies, a 
regional AM, raised the 
matter with the Business 
Minister last week, call¬ 
ing for an urgent state¬ 
ment on the future of the 
site. 

He explained: “While 
it is disappointing that 
the factory is closing 
with many job losses, it 


is now important that we 
establish a secure future 
for the site. 

“It is important that 
there is sufficient consul¬ 
tation with the local com¬ 
munity to guarantee a 
future use which will be 
of considerable benefit to 
the local community. 

“I would strongly urge 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government to engage 
positively with Bosch 
and local residents, to 
ensure public confidence 
that the local communi¬ 
ties will benefit from the 
future use of the Bosch 
factory site.” 

A Welsh Assembly 
Government spokesman 
confirmed that a meeting 
on the site’s future had 
taken place very recent¬ 
ly: “Bosch, the Welsh 
Assembly Government 


MP meets power 
station bosses 
at The Commons 


THE Vale MP, Alun 
Cairns, is to raise 
two controversial 
issues when he 
makes a planned 
visit to Aberthaw 
power station. 

He recently met man¬ 
agers from RWE npower, 
which owns the 
Aberthaw Power Station, 
at the House of 
Commons, when the 
company held a recep¬ 
tion in the Churchill 
Room near the terrace at 
the House. 

Mr Cairns was among 
a number of MPs attend¬ 
ing whose constituencies 
have links with the firm 
and said that arrange¬ 


ments are now being 
made for him to visit the 
plant, which employs 
300 people, and meet the 
new manager. 

He said: “I highlighted 
the difficult relationship 
that has existed with the 
local community origi¬ 
nally over the ashtip and, 
more recently, over the 
lorries travelling though 
local villages and around 
the site.” 

He added that he 
would be raising these 
issues at the meeting and 
was hoping to champion 
some local causes which 
may benefit from the 
financial support which 
the firm offers to com¬ 
munity groups. 


and the Vale Council 
have agreed to work 
together and to review all 
options available as to 
the future of the site. 

“Only last Thursday, 
on July 15, we met with 
representatives from 
Bosch and the Vale 
Council to review the site 
together, exchange ideas 
on potential uses of the 
site and agree on a way 
forward.” 

Following news of the 
jobs losses, early in the 
year, two Welsh delega¬ 
tions went out to 
Germany to meet Bosch, 
one comprising of Jane 
Hutt, Rhodri Morgan and 
representatives of the 
workers; and one made 
up of Conservative AMs. 

David Lewis, of the 
Unite union, who has 
worked with the works 
council and the company 
over the site’s future, said 
he believed the Tory del¬ 
egation had “embar¬ 
rassed” the company. 

He believed the work 
being done “behind the 
scenes” by the Assembly 
Government was provid¬ 
ing the best way forward. 

“When the company 
met Jane Hutt and Rhodri 
Morgan in the Assembly 
and in Germany, they 
were very impressed by 
their ability to under¬ 
stand what the company 
was saying - some of the 
technical issues are not 
easy to pick up. 

“The company has 
given a commitment to 
work with them and keep 
them appraised of the sit¬ 
uation.” 

He added that there 
was on-going dialogue 
on the site’s future 
between all the key par¬ 
ties involved. 

Jane Hutt, AM for the 
Vale, told The GEM: 


“Following my visit to 
Bosch in Stuttgart with 
Rhodri Morgan AM and 
regular meetings with the 
works council, I have 
been working to secure 
the best deal for the 
workforce - to enable 
them to access ‘react 
funding’ from the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
for retraining. 

“I also submitted a 
proposal to Bosch chiefs 
calling for a ‘legacy’ 
commitment to its Welsh 
workforce and in recog¬ 
nition of the £20million 
public funds invested in 
Bosch. 

“I am pressing for this 
to be taken forward.” 

She added: “I am also 
liaising closely with the 
Vale Council and Deputy 
First Minister regarding 
future economic 

prospects for the Bosch 
site to bring new job 
opportunities for the 
Bosch workforce.”

To test this theory, 
The GEM took time to 
wander around a local 
town and look at the 
summer sales. 

We found genuine 
reductions in many of 
the shops, all driven by 
the approaching new 
season, and by the need 
to find room for fresh 


stocks that will be arriv¬ 
ing in the next month or 
two. 

In fact, one thing that 
was brought home to 
me as I visited different 
shops was the huge 
choice that independent 
retailers have to offer. 

From ladies’ fashions 
to jewellery, to hand¬ 
bags and then on to fur¬ 
nishings, shoes, hard¬ 
ware items and food, 
the local trader who is 
part of his or her com¬ 
munity can so often 
offer a wide choice and 
a good deal. 

It all goes to make 
local shopping a wise 
move - and socially 
responsible too!
